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Old Lewis Property Residents Up in Arms 


25th Anniversary 


Heads of 20 families oc¬ 
cupying comfortable and 
substantial homes in the 
Toyon Rd. section of the old 
Lewis property in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre will storm into the City 
Planning Commission meet¬ 
ing Thursday night in City 
Hall Council Chambers. They 
will vigorously protest ap¬ 
plication of the plan of the 
Prescott Building Company, 
3827 E. Colorado, Pasadena, 
to subdivide a large section 
of the wooded area into 21 
building lots. 

Opposition to the proposed 
subdivision has been grow¬ 
ing for weeks and has been 
organized under the leader¬ 
ship of John A. Sielin of 325 
Toyon Rd. Principally, the 
objections are: 

1: Contour of the land 
will require heavy cuts 
and fills as deep as 15 
to 17 feet. 

2; Neighbors are con¬ 
cerned seriously with any 
increase in runoff, as well 
as the sewage problem 
which they believe certain 
because of the cuts and 
fills. 

3: They feel the subdi¬ 
viding as planned, will af¬ 
fect the stability of their 
properties. 

THE PROPOSED size of the 
lots, some estimated at 30 by 
70 feet, also is a factor, re¬ 
sidents contending that 
homes erected on such sized 
plots will prove undesirable 
in the area, affecting the 
values of their own proper¬ 
ties. 

The tract ,one of the last 
few undivided plots in Sierra 
Madre, is heavily wooded. 

The hearing starts at 8 
o’clock.

Washington’s Wisdom 


’The degree of patience and tolerance as well as percep¬ 
tive wisdom ranking supermost in the quality and achieve¬ 
ments of their leadership has been an outstanding charac¬ 
teristic of our leaders who have left an indelible and 
imperishable imprint on American history. Such a man was 
Lincoln, and before him George Washington. 

A perusal of Dr. Douglas Freeman’s seven-volume his¬ 
tory of George Wasliington clearly indicates that he had 
neither the eloquence of Patrick Henry, the philosophical 
perception of Thomas Jefferson, nor the legal style of John 
Adams. But under the crushing burdens of a nearly impos; 
sible war, and an adventure into politics as our first 
President, the Virginian, through the eventful years, grew 
immeasurably in stature, in integrity, with a vast fund of 
common sense, and most of all, in the humbleness requisite 
for the greatness which he achieved. 

The result is that never have his countrymen lowered 
him in their esteem. For us the succeeding generations, as 
well as his own, he gave Americans a lot of sound advice 
still applicable on this anniversary
